The authorization, which must : cern encinn 


be approved by the full House ad- 
ministration committee and by its 
counterpart in the Senate, was 
regarded by Representative John 


B. Sullivan (Dem.), St. Louis,’ as | 
an important step forward. 
Sullivan, author of legislation 
to authorize the various parts of 
the Memorial project, said he was 
optimistic about final approval of 
today’s action and about the pos- 
sibilities of getting an appropria- 
tion at this session of Congress 
to make it effective. An appropri- 
ation will require a separate bill. 


Amendment Voted. 

The subcommittee inserted an 
amendment in Sullivan’s measure 
making the authorization contin- 
gent onan ironclad agreement 
“satisfactory to the Secretary of 
the Interior” for the relocation of 
the railroad tracks between the 
Mississippi river and the bound- 
ary of the Memorial site. 

A memorandum of agreement 
has been reached on the reloca- 
tion, but Chairman Ken Regan 
(Dem.), Texas, said there were too 
many Qualifications by the signa- 
tories. For example, he said, the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad signed 
subject to court approval, since 
the read is in bankruptcy. The 
amendment means that final ap- 
proval of each interested party 
must be had in writing. 

Another amendment gave the 
Secretary of the Interior author- 
ity to cede back to the City of St. 
Louis part of the area for parking 
purposes. This section could be 
used only for parking and its use 
would be controlled by the Na- 
tional Park Service to the extent 
that it could not harm the general 
plan. 

What Bill Authorizes. 

Regan said after a closed sub- 
committee meeting, which was at- 
tended by Sullivan, that the bill 
would authorize the Federal Gov- 
ernment to contribute $1,875,000 
toward the _ relocation of the 
tracks. The total cost of the 
project is estimated at $2,500,000. 
The division of the cost differ- 
ence of $625,000 between the city 
and the railroads is to be worked 
out in St. Louis. 

The following also would be au- 
thorized: 

Grading and filling, total esti- 
mated cost $1,500,000, govern- 
ment contribution $1,125,000. 

Landscaping, total cost $600,- 
000, Government grant. $480,000. 

Paving and installation of utili- 
ties, total $1,200,000, federal grant 
$900,000. 

Restoration of the old court- 
housé, total $700,000, Govern- 
ment grant $525,00° 

There was no authorization for 
the 590-foot stainless steel arch, 
main feature of the proposed me- 
morial, or for other memorial 
structures, but Sullivan said he 
felt sure that authorization for the 
rest of the project could be ob- | 
tained later on. 

It has been estimated that the | 
total amount needed to complete 
the project is about $21,000,000, 
of which the Federal Government 
would pay slightly more than 
$15,000,000. Today's action would 
authorize the spending of about 
one-third of the federal money 
needed to complete the project.

The 
voters then gave him a Demo- 
e“stic Congr2ss which also has 
been disappointing to Trumanites, 
though not to the same extent. 
Since Democrats, not Republicans, 
are running the current congres- 
sional show, the White House has 
been reluctant to “give ’em hell.”

Nothing to Prevent Her

NEW YORK, May 16—Mrs. El- 


‘len Knauff has lost her appeal 
for a legal order preventing im- 
migration authorities from deport- 
ing her before legislation now 
pending in her behalf is passed 
by the Senate. Her request for 
reversal of lower court decisions 
denying her a writ of habeas cor- 
pus was dismissed by the United 
| States Court of Appeals today. 

Her attorneys were unable to 
obtain a stay in order to appeal 
her case to the United States Su- 
|preme Court where they plan to 
appear tomorrow. There is now 
nothing to keep the Immigration 
Service from deporting her. The 
service has said: it would return 
the German war-*bride to Frank- 
fort as soon as legally permissible. 

The House passed a hill legal- 
izing her admission, without dis- 
senting vote. 

District Judge John W. Clancy 
ruled adversely .on the Knauff 
motions. But his decision was 
made before the Senate report 
setting forth the compact between 
its committee and immigration 
authorities became knewn. That 
fact was presented in a brief filed 
in the Court of Appeals, however, 
without effect. 

Gunther Jacobson, Mrs. 
Knauff’s attorney, described this 
compact a “an agreement between 
the Senate - Committee on the

STUTTGART, Germany, May 
16 (AP)—An official German sur- 
vey disclosed yesterday that three- 
fourths of the officials in the 
Wuerttemberg-Baden state gov- 
ernment are former Nazis. 

The survey was made by the 
State de-Nazification Ministry. 
is in the 
American occupation zone. 

The survey covers 11,004 offi- 
cials in five major ministries. Of 
these, 8457; or 76 per cent, were 
one-time Nazis. 

American officials declined to 
comment, but it was learned a 
similar survey had been forward- 
ed to -Washington by United 
States High Commissioner John 
J. McCloy. 

Active Nazi leaders are barred 
from public office by the Allied 
occupying powers, but minor fol-

' SOME STREETS FOR 
HOUSING FAVORED 


Proposal on Near North Side 
‘ Area Approved by Public 
Service Board. 


A bill to vacate portions of 
Eighth, O’Fallon -and © Biddle 
streets to make way for construc- 
tion of a public housing project 
on the near’ North Side, was ap- 
proved today by thé. Board of 
Public Servicé for introduction 
to the Board of Aldermen. 

The project, to be known as 
the John J. Cochran Garden 
Apartments, will embrace the area 
bounded by Carr, Seventh and 
Ninth streets and an alley south 
of Cass avenue. 

Specifically, the bill approved 
by the Board of Public Service 
would vacate Eighth street from 
the alley south of Cass south- 
wardly to O’Fallon street and 
from Biddle to Carr streets. It 
also would vacate O’Fallon and

In recommending approval of 
the bill, Director of Streets and 
Sewers Frank Fritz pointed out 
that since Carr street already 
has been vacated from Selby place 
to Eighteenth street, the result 
will be a district extending from 
Cass on the north to Cole street:

street on the east to Jefferson 
avenue on the west, all without 
any east-and-west through street.

The crippiing strike of firemen 
five major railroads, 


freight traffic in St. Louis and 
other cities across the nation, 
ended early today when the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen ordered its 
18,00@«striking members to re- 
turn to’their jobs immediately. 

Both sides expressed satisfac- 
tion at the termination of the 
walkout, which began last 
Wednesday. The railroads con- 
tended they had won their fight 
on the principal issue, the union's 
demand that a second fireman be 
placed on multiple unit diesel en- 
gines. 

The union said it had “modi- 
fied, but not entirely withdrawn” 
the demand. Other issues were 
settled, but the question of a 
third man on large diesel units 
will go before an arbitration 
board whose decision will be bind- 
ing on both sides. 

Resumption of Traffic. 

With the return of employes of 
the struck roads, many thousands 
of whom were made idle by the 
firemen’s walkout, there was in- 
tensive activity to return opera- 
tions to normal at the earliest 
possible moment. Affected by the 
original strike call were most of 
the New York Central, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Southern Railway sys- 
tems and the entire Santa Fe. 
On Saturday the union extended 
the strike to part of the Union 
Pacific. 

Southern Railway was the first 
of the struck roads to move a pas- 
senger train out of the St. Louis 
terminal today. The Southern’s 
morning train to Louisville left 
the East St. Louis Relay Depot 
at 9:20 o’cloch (daylight saving 
time). Southern Railway officials 
said they expect to have all trains 
running as usual tomorrow. 

New York Central's Missourian 
and Pennsylvania's St. Louisan 
will leave Union Station for the 
east at 7 and 7:30 o’clock respec- 
tively this evening.

LONDON, May 16 (AP)—A ci- | 
villian defense chief for the West- 
ern world was advanced today as 
one possible outcome of the cur- 
rent North Atlantic pact confer- 
ence here. 

Such a chief, with a staff of 
advisers, would take over-all 
charge of building up the 12 At- 
lantic alliance nations militarily 
and economically. His main job 
would be to speed Europe’s de- 
fenses. With a year-round de- 
fense committee, he would func- 
tion in somewhat the same man- 
ner as Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow- | 
er’s supreme headquarters did 
during the war, except that in, 
peacetime, under a civilian chief, 
headquarters probably would not 
have such absolute authority. 

Concept of Single Defense. 

This concept would supplant the 
one based on the principle that 
western Europe can be a third 
force between the United States 
and the Communist world. The 
new concept now being advanced 
behind the locked doors of the 
Atlantic conference is that there 
can be no third force—only a 
single Western defense against 
the Soviet Union. 


The defense plans sites dis- 


cussion place the main emphasis 


on building up Europe while hold- | 


ing ground in Asia. This strategy 
is the same as that used in World 
War II 


The present Atlantic pact ma- 
chinery is making little progress 
toward rearmament and 
Americans feel a round-the-clock 
effort is needed under a single 
direction. Because of the United 
States economic strength and its 
heavy contribution in arms, it 
would be expected that such a 
supreme chief would be an Amer- 


ican. 


It is also understood the United | 
States would like to see the basis 
of the North Atlantic Treaty |

Defense Costs a Big Problem.

The King handed down his de- 
cision on the marriage after the 
Crown Council, which: acts in an 
capacity, recommended 
Fathia should leave her 
husband. Farouk approved the de- 
cisions of the Council, and -tan- 
celed Nazli’s guardianship over 
Fathia. 

He appointed a  tdamporary 
custodian of Nazli’s property 
pending seizure of all her hold- 
ings in Egypt. Neguib Salem 
Pasha; administrator of the royal 
estates, was named for the job, 
and also as temporary custodian 
pending its 
seizuve. 

The Council, in the move ap- 
proved by Farouk, called on Egyp- 
tian authorities to take “effective 
measures” to separate Fathia and 
Ghali at once. But there was little 
they could do if the couple elected 
to stay in the United States. 

(In San Francisco, Princess 
Fathia told the Associated Press 
that her marriage to Ghali would 
be considered annulled in Egypt. 
“But that’s as far as Egypt is con- 
cerned,” she said. Her husband 
added: “We're still in California.’’) 

The Council also ordered Fath- 
ia’s sister, Princess Faika, to re- 


turn immediately to Egypt. She 


also married an Egyptian com- 
moner, Foud Sadek, secretly in 
San Francisco only a few weeks 
before her sister's civil wedding. 
The princesses and their mother 
have been in the United States 
since 1946. 

In Egypt, it is against the law 
for a Moslem woman to marry a 
Christian:

| Secrecy in Preparation. 


In the preparatory phase, abso- 
lute secrecy was the rule, for the 
very good reason that the Comite 
des Forges, the vastly powerful

| ters, would have stopped the proj- 
| ect if they had heard of it in time. 
Until the American delegation 

reached Paris, no one knew what 
was afoot except Monnet, Schu- 
man, French Premier Georges Bi- 
dault, of course, and two or three 
'members of Schuman’s personal 
staff. Even the French High Com- 
missioner to Germany, Andre 
Francois Poncet, was left uncon- 
sulted, probably because of his 
long-standing connections with the 
Comite des Forges. 

At their first meeting, Schuman 
mentioned the project to Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson, but 
with so little emphasis or drama 
that Acheson did not grasp its sig- 
nificance. The cat only really 
came out of the bag the next day. 
A member of the American dele- 
gation urged members of Schu- 
man’s staff to be more construc- 
tive, remarking that France had 
almost abandoned the role of a 
great power by taking so negative 
an attitude about Germany. The 
Schuman-Monnet plan was then 
fully explained to the excited 
Americans, just as it was about to 
be presented to the French Cab- 
inet. 

Immediately after the French 
Cabinet meeting, the plan was 
publicly revealed. The reactions of 
all parties were instantaneous, 
vivid and extremely instructive. 

British Position Flanked. 

Both the Comite des Forges and 
the Communists were purple with 
fury, for obvious reasons. Ger- 


}macher was anything but pleased, 
‘since the French proposal three- 


quarters ruined his role as the 
defender of a persecuted Ger- 
many in the forthcoming debate 
on Germany’s entry into the 
Strasbourg Council of Europe. 
Also very far from delighted were 
the British. 

Irritation at being surprised 
had its part in the British reac- 
tion. Basically, however, the 
Foreign Office has always dis- 
trusted European combinations as 
being unpredictable and perhaps 
phony.

These British attitudes, in turn, 
were never really challenged dur- 
ing the whole period when the 
French insisted they would have 
no dealings with the Germans 
without the British joining them.

But the moment the 
French began talking directly to 
the Germans, as they now have 
done in effect, the whole British 
position was found to be flanked.

This leaves the train equipment and 
passengers at the mercy of a single man, 
the engineer. who may develop heart 
trowble, and God only knows what could 
“happen during such an interval.

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The Race Is On 


Although the Republican campaign has been 
under way ever since Senator McCarthy took 
eut after the State Department months ago, the 
Democrats may be said to have waited until the 
President got to Chicago. There Mr. Truman 
gathered up all his many whistle stops into one 
sustained blast which he blew loud, long and 
merrily. It must have been great fun for a 
professional in politics. 

All the camouflage that the trip was non-polit- 
ical was now stripped away. The salvo to Jef- 
ferson as a great Democrat was of a piece with 
the annual G.O.P. tributes to Lincoln as the 
founder of the Republican party. 

Jefferson, as Mr. Truman sajd, did have faith 
in the people. But the Sage of Monticello would 
find today a great deal in the Democratic house- 
hold that he could not possibly approve—just 
as Lincoln would be the first to disown a large 
part of what goes on in G.O.P. political gather- 
ings held under gigantic reproductions of his un- 
derstandably sad face. 

It is, of course, no discredit to Mr. Truman 
that he has chosen to join the political debate. 
The midterm campaign year is far along. If a 
presidential election were on the schedule we 
would be only a month away from the first of 
the nominating conventions. 

Already ene of the New Deal's veteran lancers 
has fallen on the primary field in Florida. If the 
year is not to take a serious toll in Administra- 
tion votes in Congress, the party chief finds no 
choice for himself but to enter the fray, whether 
against historic enemies or obstructionist guer- 
rillas. 

Nor could it have been altogether coincidence 
that the big stop was in Chicago whose area 
casts more than half the votes in Illinois. For 
Illinois is the state of Majority Leader Lucas and 
his race against former Congressman Dirksen 
will be one of the hardest fought anywhere in 
the union this year. | 

From the party standpoint, Scott Lucas fully 
deserved the compliment he was paid by Mr. 
Truman. The White House has crossed up fhe 
Majority Leader several times to make even 
more difficult a task which is slow going at best 
—getting legislation through the Senate. From 
the Kerr bill fiasco gushed the most recent 
stretch of hot water through which Mr. Tru- 
man’s uncertain leadership forced Senator Lucas 
to wade. The Illinoisan recognizes organization 
politics for what it is and so has been an un- 
protesting soldier. 

The President is entitled to many of his claims, 
and some of these represent substantial gains. 
But he will be tested next November more on 
the record of the Democratic Congress when it 
adjourns than on what he hoped for from it. 
And he himself confuses the whole situation not 
only for the voters but for his campaigners when 
he makes a choice like that of Emery W. Alli- 
son for Senator from Missouri. For there is no 
way to square the President’s strong statement 
in behalf of civil rights at Chicago with his 
sponsorship of a senatorial candidate who op- 
posed equal opportunity in university education 
in his home state. 

The 1950 campaign is on—in dead earnest. If 
the trip was the success which the President says 
it was there should be some evidence in what 
happens in Congress in the next six weeks.

Fora Healthy Community 


Any city, like any family, can draw up an 
interesting list of the things it would like to 
have to make life more agreeable. 

“St. Louis, as Richard G. Baumhoff reported in 
his “Progress or Decay?” article in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch, has a long list of unfilled needs 
for recreational and cultural facilities. 

More swimming pools, more softball fields, a 
small auditorium at City Art Museum, better 
parks in the county, more adequate neighbor- 
hood playgrounds in the city—these are some of 
the gaps in the metropolitan area's recreation 
budget that urgently demand filling. 


A city, like a family, must adapt its wants to 


its means. Yet it would be a serious mistake for 
St. Louis to assume that it presently has all the 
recreational facilities it can afford. 

Space and facilities for play, rest and cultural 
diversion affect so directly de very health and 


_ integrity of a community's social fabric that 


what we can “afford” must be broadly inter- 
preted. A community without edequate recre- 
ational facilities incurs hidden social costs that 
far outweigh the monetary costs of meeting the 
need. 

Anybody who doubts this has only to recall 
the Fairgrounds Park disturbances last year. 
While that incident was fresh in the community's 
‘mind, we commented on the irony of a situation 
in which citizens presumably seeking recreation 
in a public park found themselves pursuing each 
other with clubs. We said: 


If there must be competition for the very 
space in which to play, there will be animos- 


If recreation is essential to the well-being of 


the individual, ample facilities for recreation are 


fh» 


doubly essential to the well-being of the com- 


munity. Without them, tensions and frustra- 
tions fester in the social body. Without them, a 
community decays instead of progressing. 

By generally accepted standards, St. Louis has 


only one-third the space in parks and play-_ 


grounds which it ought to have. Park Commis- 
sioner Palmer Baumes reported last year that 
only one out of three applications for softball 
games could be granted. For close to 900,000 
people, the city proper has only two public out- 
door swimming pools, with a third under 
construction. 

The need is there. 

The obligation to meet the need is there.

The assurance from the foreign ministers of 
Britain, France and the United States that the 
process of tying West Germany into Western 
Europe would continue should be welcome to 
supporters of freedom throughout the world. 
For West Germany cannot continue to eke out 
indefinitely a subjugated, isolated existence in 
the heart of Europe. And West Europe sorely 
needs West Germany. | 

Coupled with the French offer to pool its 


coal and steel with that of the rest of Europe, © 


and Bonn’s acceptance of aS’sociate membership 
in the Council of Europe, this has been one of 
democracy’s most hopeful weeks in years. For 
the first time since the Marshall plan was 
announced, real progress toward the integration 
of Western Europe apparently is under way. 

Just as welcome was the proviso the foreign 
ministers attached to their general promise to 
continue lifting controls over the Bonn govern- 
ment. The pace of relaxation, they said, would 
depend upon progress among the Germans 
toward “real democracy.” 

Especially well-timed to emphasize the wisdom 
of this reservation was an election in Kulmbach, 
Bavaria, to fill a vacant seat in the Bundestag. 
About 75 per cent of the vote went to Christian 
Democratic and Social Democratic candidates, 
but there were 18,000 ballots, about 22 per cent 
of the total, cast for the neurotic Alfred Loritz, 
messiah of the disgruntled, whose only platform 
is opposition to the status quo and who easily 
could become another Hitler. Granted that this 
election was a local affair. Still, it needs to be 
kept in 5 as a straw in the wind. 

Hence, the foreign ministers’ decision not to 
consider revising the Occupation Statute, basic 
instrument for the control of Germany, at least 
until next fall was well taken. It is to be hoped 
that decisions as to the specific matters over 
which the Germans will exercise more control 
in the future will be equally well founded. 

The phraseology of one section of the com- 
munique will arouse intense speculation in and 
out of Germany. In assigning as the reason for 
the continuation of the occupation “the division 
of Germany and the international situation,” the 
foreign ministers suggested that henceforth, 
West Germany will be regarded as a partner of 
sorts against the Kremlin, not as an enemy. 

This would be a fundamental change of offi- 
cial orientation, which could have far-reaching 
consequences. It would, of course, only consti- 
tute official recognition of what has been a 
fact on lower levels for many months, but it 
would lend some color to the bedraggled Com- 
munist charge that the West is not sincerely 


‘ attempting to secure peace. 


One way to refute that propaganda complaint 
would be to call now for another meeting of 
the Big Four foreign ministers. The London 
conference named the conditions under which 
Germany again could be unified. The foreign 
ministers of Russia and the West should meet 
again to put those conditions directly up to 
the Kremlin. 

Meanwhile, there is sound reason for encour- 
agement in the reaction of West German leaders 
to the foreign ministers’ recognition of the 
impossibility of reuniting Germany for the pres- 
ent. Germans will continue to long for the unity 
of their nation, but if they indeed realize that 
it can be accomplished under existing conditions 
only, at the cost of moving the iron curtain to 
the Rhine, then Moscow has lost a powerful 
propaganda weapon.

He demanded that Secretary Acheson be 
fired as the “headmaster who betrays us in 
Asia.” Apart from lack af evidence of any 
betrayal, it is a fact that when Mr. Acheson 
became Secretary most of China had already 
fallen to Communism. : 

He repeated that Owen Lattimore “master- 
minded American strategy.” It is a fact, as 
stated by Joseph Alsop and others that Lattimore 
“had no part whatever in the real debate about 
China.”

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What Makes a Pension?

Americans generally have accepted principle of old age pensions, 
but seeurity hinges on increased productivity, bank says; notes 
complex questions behind pension plans; says it is in interest of 
labor and management to gear estimate of costs to ability to pay. 


From the Monthly Letter of the National City Bank of New York 


Some of the reasons why morevand more 
companies have, of their own _ volition, 
adopted pension plans were well stated by 
Marion B, Folsom of Eastman Kodak: 


“When, after a company has been in’ 


business for a number of years and em- 
ployes begin to approach the point where 
because of advanced age they are no long- 
er efficient, the employer has three choices. 
He can keep the worker on the payroll as 
long as he lives; second, he can release him 
without retirement provisions; or, third, 
he can retire him on a pension. 


ie the first choice is taken, the effi- 
ciency of the organization suffers and there 
is a pension cost but it is buried among 
other costs of the business. If the second 
choice is made, the employer's standing in 
the community is impaired and the morale 
of his organization is affected. The third 
choice, which has been taken by thousands 
of companies, has distinct advantages over 
the first two.” 


Gradually since the end of the war, 
unions generally have taken more inter- 
est in welfare plans, and this interest has 
grown as the tapering off in living costs 
weakened the case for wage increases. 


The report last September of the steel 
fact-finding board—widely interpreted, de- 
spite qualifying language, as laying down 
the principle of employer responsibility for 
pensions and welfare as part of normal 
business costs—led to a snowballing of de- 
mands for pensions. In some cases the 
strike weapon has been invoked to enforce 
demands. 


Three Ways of Paying 


The magnitude of the commitments ex- 
tending far into the future that are in- 
volved in pensions will impress wise nego- 
tiators on both sides of the conference ta- 
ble with the need for a careful look before 
leaping. 

Once a pension is granted there is a re- 
sponsibility to see that it is paid on the 
dot, year in and year out, in bad times 
and in good, throughout the lifetime of 
the pensioner. Plans that may appear to 
represent but a modest percentage of pay- 
roll in periods of high business activity 
like the present may become a dangerous- 
ly high percentage of a reduced payroll 
in a depression, 

One method—straight pay-as-you-go—is 
simply to meet the annual pension -costs 
of each employe, when he retires, out of 
the current income of the business. 


A second method is to set. aside, upon 
the employe’s retirement, an amonnt (eith- 
er in a lump sum or in a series of annual 
installments) estimated as sufficient to pay 
the future pension. 

A third method is to “fund” each year 
while the employe is still on the job 
enough to pay at his retirement the pen- 
sion he will have earned. 


Case of Company XYZ 


Labor tends to prefer pians with as much 
funding as possible in order to give more 
assurance that the money will be there to 
pay pensions when due. Many employers, 
however, feel themselves unable to assume 
the immediate cost of a funded plan. Some 
feel they can earn more to pay pensions 
by keeping the money in the-business than 
by setting it aside in a pension fund.

3. What will be the social security bene- 
fit actually payable to each at retirement? 

4. How long will pensioners live after 
retirement? 


Place for Bargaining 


The first group of questions, since they 
relate to benefits, are proper subjects for 
bargaining, if bargaining must be resorted 
to. The second group, while they must 
constantly be kept in mind both by man- 
agement and labor, are not matters that 
can be properly bargained over. They are 
largely mathematical estimates. 


Much of the bitterness in recent pension 
negotiations has been caused by disputes 
over what are fundamentally actuarial 
problems. It is in the interest of labor 
as well as management that the true cost 
of a pension plan be estimated in advance 
with as much accuracy as possible, and 
that such estimates be geared to the esti- 
mated potential of a given company. 


The principle of old age pensions has 
been widely accepted ‘by the American 
people. But security for the aged can 
only be achieved and have real meaning if 
the productivity of the population working 
can be increased so that there is a larger 
total output of goods and services to be 
shared by all. : 


Load on the Providers 


As former President Hoover said before 
the American Newspaper Publishers As- 
sociation last month: “We have less than 
70,000,000 providers in this group (persons 
aged 20 to 65), and they must provide for 
80,000,000 children, aged, sick, nonpre¢duc- 
tive government workers and their wives. 
It is solely from the energies of this mid- 
die group, their inventions, and their pro- 
ductivity that can come the support of the 
young, the old and the sick—and the gov- 
ernment workers.” 

American industry has a record of in- 
creasing productivity over the years which 
warrants confidence that it can absorb 
reasonable pension costs if such plans are 
not pushed ahead too fast.

Between Book Ends 


Britain’s New Economic Order 


THE DECLINE AND FALL OF BRITISH CAPITALISM, 
by Keith Hutchisén. (Scribner's, 300 pas., $3.50.) . 
Few will disagree with Keith Hutch- 

ison’s argument that the decline of Brit- 

ish capitalism began long before the Labor 
party came into its first full term in 

1945. Two wars and a changing world re- 

duced the power and prestige of Britain to 

such a degree that the Labor ministers came 
into office as a salvage crew rather than 
as revolutionaries. 


There will be debate, however, as to 
whether the decline of British capitalism 
has gone so far as to be irreversible. Mr. 
Hutchison at the very outset concedes the 
existence of “a dwindling but doughty 
band of right-wingers who, bloody but un- 
bowed, insist that before long when s0- 
ciflism has proved an abject failure, capi- 
talism will enjoy a glorious revival.” This 
book was written before the recent British 
elections. but one doubts that the author, 

even had he seen the 
returns, would have 
given the “dwindling 
but doughty band” 
much more hope. 
Perhaps he might 
have dropped the 
word “dwindling.” 


To him, the nation- 
alization of key in- 
dustries in the last 
few years was not 
the beginning of the 
end of British cap- 
italism. That actual- 
ly started in the 
1880s. It was marked 
by the undermining 
of the free-market system, and the redis- 
tribution of income through taxation and 
social services. 


° * . 


Planned production, planned  invest- 
ment and planned prices certainly are 
now characteristic of the British econ- 
omy, but to some extent they have made 
their appearance everywhere. The world 
has become too complex for a simple re- 
liance on the law of supply and demand. 
This was recognized by the British Con- 
servatives even before the Labor party 
came into being. So Mr. Hutchison seems 
warranted in concluding that “a change 
of government in Britain might mean a 
change of plans, but hardly abandonment 
of planning.”

These statistics 
‘ Were compiled by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation from data 
supplied by police departments 
and law enforcement agencies 
throughout the country. They in- 
clude only offenses “known to the 
police.” They mean that: 

In 1949 a serious crime was 
committed every 18 seconds. Dur- 
ing an average day. 293 persons 
were feloniously killed or as- 
saulted, 162 robberies were com- 
mitted, 1100 places burglarized, 
440 automobiles stolen and 2800 
thefts committed in the category 
of general larceny. 

Most of these crimes were local 
in nature, but many unquestion- 
ably had a connection with con- 
ditions made possible by orgvan- 
ized gambling, an industry w rich 
the Citizens’ Committee of Massa- 
chusetts, Inc., says takes $21,500,- 
000.000 annually out of American 
pocketbooks. The “‘take” includes 
legal parimutuel betting, illegal 
off-track betting, sports pools, 
numbers rackets and slot ma- 
chines.

Maestro Brings Out Magnitude of ‘Eroica’ 


Symphony — Paroxysms of Emotion in 


Playing of Strauss ‘Don Juan.’

A St. Louis audience of about 
5000 heard the royal purple 
among conductors and orchestras 
last night when Arturo Toscanini 
directed the N.B.C. Orchestra in a 
concert at the Fox Theater. As 
hosannas of welcome and paeans 
of lyrical praise had filled the air 
for days before the big event 
every man, woman and child in 
the house was carrying a full 
charge of great expectations. 
From the demonstrations that oc- 
curred between numbers and at 
the conclusion of the concert it 
was evident that they hadn’t been 
oversold. It was a typical Tos- 
canini concert — electrical, gal- 
vanic and, best of all, unsurpass- 
ably elegant in its finish. — 

When Toscanini made his first 
entrance the audience rose to its 
feet cheering. At the finish it 
stood again and started reluc- 
tantly to leave only when he 
signified that his one encore was 
all he had to give as extra meas- 
ure. And many who felt that they 
still hadn’t had enough crowded 
around the stage entrance leading 
to Washington avenue to watch 
the Maestro leave for his hotel. 
Toscanini started the concert 
with Rossini’s “La Scala de Seta” 
overture, a fine-spun piece of 
orchestration that has outlived the 
minor opera to which it was at- 
tached largely because this one 
conductor could make something 
out of it. Its values in perform- 
ance were delicate but real and 
the orchestra turned it into a light 
bravura number with a texture— 
appropriate to the name—that was 
like silk but silk with the tensile 
strength of steel. The first show- 
ing of the orchestra's glossy string 
quality was an experience in it- 
self. Here, if ever the listener was 
justified in believing that the con- 
ductor had actually created the

France’s Intelligent Offer to Germany

The French Government has 
thus made a fundamental change 
in its attitude toward Germany. 
In place of dismemberment and 
prolonged inequality M. Bidault 
and M. Schuman are offering 
Germany full equality and a full 
Franco-German partnership in 
European affairs. This is the 
boldest, the wisest, the most far- 
reaching and constructive act of 
statesmanship since the war. 

Chancellor Adenauer was quick 
to see the immense significance of 
the French proposal. If that pro- 
posal can be consummated, then 
in the Franco-German partnership 
there will come into existence the 
nucleus of a European power—of 
that “third force” which ts so in- 
dispensable to the stabilization of 
Europe and to peace in the world. 


Safety in Audacity. 


No project of this magnitude 
can be carried through without 
a struggle against vested inter- 
ests of many kinds—in every 
country immediately concerned 
and in other countries as well. 
There ought to be no hesitation, 
it seems to me, on the part of 
the American Government in giv- 
ing the proposal its full and 
active support in Bonn, in Brus- 
sels, in London and elsewhere. 
For this is a bus which we sim- 
ply cannot afford to miss. 

The terms of the partnership 
will have to be worked out by 
the French and the Germans. 
Our first role in the business is 
to do what we can to see to it 
that there is no interference from 
the outside. Then it is our right 
as an occupying power and our 
interest in the broadest sense 
to encourage the Germans and 
the French to believe that the 
risks will be less and the prizes 
will be greater if they are bold 
and magnanimous. 

The French proposal is bold 
and it is magnanimous. Only five 
years have passed since the end 
of the cruelest and most degrad- 
ing of all the Franco-German 
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HE French proposal to Germany, announced last week by Robert 
Schuman, has taken the world by surprise. But it is a very pleas- 
ant surprise. The French Government has proposed to the Ger- 
man nation much more than concessions on this and that. The 
French have proposed that they take the first but also by all odds 
the most important.step toward a final liquidation of the Franco- 


wars. It is a bold and magnani- 
mous act on the part of the 
French Government, which is 
among the victors, to propose to 
‘its hereditary enemy, which is 
| defeated, that they enter into a 
|full,and equal, and indeed an 
| intimate, partnership in European 
| affairs. 

In taking the decision to make 
ithe proposal the French Govern- 
‘ment must have realized that this 
|meant the revival of the political 
‘and economic influence of Ger- 
‘many in Europe, In any such 


equal industrial regime as the 


‘French are offering the Germans 
are bound by their technological 
and administrative gifts and dis- 
‘cipline to play a leading part. 


Germany Looks East. 


Moreover, the French cannot 
have had the illusion—which is 
entertained by many in Washing- 
ton and in London—that this re- 
surgent and powerful Germany 
can be “enmeshed” or “inte- 
grated” into being a useful, reli- 
able secondary ally of Britain and 
of the United States. In a Franco- 
German partnership, the Germans 
therefore turn their backs on the 
dependent power that they can 
have a foreign policy of their 
own. 

What will that policy be? Some 
among us hope and believe that 
the Germans, having achieved 
full equality with the West, will 
therefore turn their back on the 
East. I believe this to be a mis- 
calculation. The Germans, iiving 
as they do in the middle and not 
on the western fringe of Europe, 
will have—as they have always 
had through their history — an 
Eastern as well as a Western 
policy. 

My own belief is that a Franco- 
German understanding would on 
the part of the Germans be fol- 
lowed by something like—at the 
least—a Bismarckian policy of 
| “reinsurance” with the East. But 
within the framework of the 
Bidault-Schuman policy it would 
be possible, indeed necessary, for 
France to participate as an equal 
and informed partner in German 
negotiations with the East. 


A Natural Necessity. 


One of the prime facts of Euro- 
pean life, which is not always 
fully appreciated in London and 
in Washington, is that Germany 
must have relations to the East. 
She can wage war to the East. 
She can make deals with the East. 
But what is impossible for Ger- 
many is to have no relations with 
the East. 

We can get along without rela- 
tions with Eastern Europe and 
with Russia. Britain can get 
along. But not Germany.

N the East critics have a habit

“Be- 
cause of that, hardly any fans 
know what he has done.” 

“On his own and without being 
forced, Ted has visited hundreds 


of sick kids in hospitals,” Cronin 
said. “He went because he wanted 
to. That’s the side of him few 
people know about.”

Added to that is the story of a 
Boston sports r who asked 
Williams to visit a friend’s son 
sick in a hospital. Williams agreed 
to do so, but said that if the 
sportswriter wrote anything about 
it he’d never get another story 
from the ball player.

Racing Group 
Favors Ban on 
Bookie Service 


PHILADELPHIA, May 16 (AP) 

-—-The Thoroughbred Racing Asso- 
ciation favors national legislation 
that would prohibit transmission 
of racing news of illegal gambling, 
the executive director of the or- 
ganization said yesterday. 
- “But we do not favor that part 
of legislation under consideration 
in Washington which would pre- 
vent legitimate organizations from 
receiving racing news,” Spencer 
Drayton said at a news luncheon 
given by Garden State Park. 

Drayton said he believes tracks 
could operate successfully if the 
law prohibited transmission of 
racing news across state borders 
but “it would be a hardship on 
such tracks as Garden State.” 
Garden State is in New Jersey 
and depends on Philadelphia for 
most of its trade. 

“The T.R.A. ulways has been 
against off-track wagering, legal 
or illegal,” Drayton said. “A na- 
tional law making it illegal to 
transmit news to bookmakers 
would be in line with our 
thoughts.” 

Drayton said he opposes one 
measure being considered which 
would make it illegal to broadcast 
more than one feature race daily 
in the country and would prohibit 
the transmission by radio of the 
result of races until the next one 
is run or an hour later, which- 
eyer is the later. 

“That would mean the result 
of the last race couldn’t be put 
on the air until the first race the 
next day,” he pointed out. “There 
is no reason to such a provision. 
Just as there is no reason to pre- 
vent a newspaper or press asso- 
ciation from carrying the results 
of the races. It is news in my 
opinion.” 

The bill to ban interstate trans- 
mission of gambling information 
was prepared by the Justice De- 
partment and introduced by Sen- 
ator Johnson (Dem.) Colorado. It 
is now before the Senate Com- 
merce Subcommittee.

House. 

When he whistle stopped four 
more years in the executive man- 
sion back in 1948, Truman 
frankly told his audiences of 
little people how he too had been 
a little man—how he had failed 
in the haberdashery business after 
World War I because the demand 
for shirts and ties fell off during 
a depression; and how he had 
failed at farming because crop 
prices were down. 

Truman told of an uncle who 
ran freight wagon trains between 
Jackson county and Salt Lake 
City, of another uncle who once 
owned a ranch on the present site 
of Sacramento, Calif., and of vari- 
ous relatives who had pioneered 
in the West. 

This last tour to the Northwest 
took the President somewhat to 
the north of the Truman migra- 
tions but even so he was seldom 
at a loss when it came to deliver- 
ing a nugget about the troubles 
the Trumans had seen. 

At one whistle stop after an- 
other, Truman related tantalizing 
incomplete details about his life 
as a high school pupil with ideals, 
his life as a soldier, as a reader 
of Wild West stories, as a vaca- 
tionist and tourist, as a county 
judge, as a senator, as a farmer, 
father, husband and uncle. 

Random Comments. 

For the sake of the record, here 
are some of his self-revelations: 

Teachers—“You know, there is 
no person has more influence on 
the life and outlook of the young |, 
~—besides his mother—than his 
teacher. His teacher usually has 
a lasting influence on how he 
conducts his life after he is 
grown.” 

Ideals—“I can remember my 
first-grade teacher, and my sec- 
ond-grade teacher, and my high 
school teachers, and the ideals 
they tried to instill into me I still 
remember and try to live up to.” 

Soft life—‘‘A farmer's life these 
days is nothing like the life I had 
to spend. I have got a couple of 
nephews running the old farm 
together and they do most of 
their farming sitting down. I 
used to stand up and walk to do 
mine.” 


Vacationist—“‘When I lived in 


~ Missouri, I used to drive to the 
Rockies every summer with my |J 


family.” 

Reader — “You know, I have 
been reading a lot of stories about 
Big Sandy, Montana, and most of 
them were most interesting. I 
have always wanted to see this 
location in the United States that 
was once one of the most famous 
cow towns in the country. I also 
heard from the brakeman on this 
‘train that this town during the 
war bought more bonds per cap- 
ita than any other town in the 


, United States, and I congratulate 
“you on that, too.” 


Omnivorous — “TI traveled all 
along the Snake river, and now it 
is grand to be up here in this 
rugged country around Sand 
Point. I have just been watching 
the scenery, and I never saw any- 
thing more beautiful in my life, 
and my whole staff feel the same 
way.

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‘opening v western ( Germany to So- 
viet psychological offensives, un- 
less the western Germans could 
soon be made to feel that they 
were equal partners of the other 
Western powers. Only thus could 
the western Germans be given the 
sense of security and participa- 
tion they now need. 

. U.S. Proposal Opposed. 

All the previous efforts to 
achieve any kind of real European 
union including Germany had al- 
‘ready failed, Hence, before this 
meeting, the State Department 
had, in effect, abandoned Euro- 
pean union in favor of Atlantic 
union. The new plan was to form 
high council of the Atlantic 
powers. To this purely political 


“organ of the Atlantic pact the 


Germans were to be admitted. 
They were only to be excluded, 
for the time being, from the At- 
lantic pact military machinery. 
The State Department plan un- 
fortunately met with almost in- 
surmountable opposition when it 
was disclosed at the preparatory 


‘talks here. The French and Brit- 


ish sharply objected that the At- 
lantic pact was primarily a mili- 
tary alliance to which the Ger- 
mans could not possibly be ad- 


“mitted, even on the political level, 


at this time. Yet Acheson was 
unwilling to go to Congress with 
the alternative plan for a purely 
political alliance of the Atlantic 
— and Germany outside the 
pact. 


Thus all was on dead center 
when Foreign Minister Schuman 
brought his cat out of the bag.

Breakfast 
Better Than 
Extra Sleep

O you eat breakfast every 

D morning or do you prefer to 
sleep? When a breakfast sur- 
vey was made recently at the 
University of Oklahoma, it was 
found that 16 fer cent of the 609 
‘students questioned ate no break- 
fast. The majority of these stated 
they would rather sleep than eat! 


Among those Who ate breakfast, 
only one fourth consumed one 
which could really be called good. 
The breakfast habits of the others 
ranged from poor to fair. With 
these facts in mind, the student 
health service organized a cam- 
paign to improve breakfast hab- 
its. Posters, cartoons, contests 
were all used and, although it is 
difficult to evaluate results, it 
was agreed that all students be- 
came “breakfast-conscious.” The 
components for the first meal of 
the day are listed as including 
cereal or egg or both, bread and 
butter and milk, either taken with 
‘the cereal or as a beverage. Hot 
coffee or tea, while not having 
food value, give warmth to an 
otherwise cold meal. 

Breakfast skippers have been 
found, in general, to experience 
more fatigue and may be inclined 
to irritability and depregsion, es- 
pecially in the case of children. 
It seems as if it should be worth- 
while to get up a little earlier 
in the morning for the sake of 
your own good breakfast, or of 
others for whom you prepare it. 
With ready-to-eat cereals, canned 
or frozen fruit, and bread already 
sliced, it does not necessarily 
take a long .ime to “make.” 
While eggs are always a break- 
fast favorite, it does not matter 
whether you eat them in .the 
morning or at some’other meal 
of the day. Eggs poached in but- 
ter or coddled eggs may be easier 
to prepare than the usual poached 
or boiled eggs as they do not have 
to be timed so meticulously. They 
will take eight to 10 minutes to 
set tn the proper point. In the 
morning, eating is really to be 
preferred to sleeping. 


Coddled Eggs. 


Use one more cup of water 
than number of eggs. Bring water 
to boil in saucepan. Remove from 
heat and add eggs. Cover and let 
stand where water will remain 
hot, from six to 10 minutes, ac- 


-cording to desired degree of firm- 


ness. If eggs are taken directly 
from refrigerator, allow an extra 
minute. 


Eggs Poached in Butter. 


Two tablespoons butter, 
eggs. 
Melt butter in heavy frying pan. 
Break eggs, one at a time, into 
saucer and slip into pan. Turn 
off heat, cover, and let stand five 
minutes, until firm. If eggs are 
not quite set by that time, let 
stand over very low heat for one 
more minute. Yield: Six poached 
eggs. Note: If an egg poacher is 
used, place one-half teaspoon but- 
ter in each egg cup and steam 
over boiling water.

T dinner one night, Frederick 

H. Ecker stared hard at a 

man across the table: “I 
thought I recognized him, and 
so I said, point-blank—‘You're 
James Farrell, president of U.S. 
Steel, and I’ve always wanted to 
meet you to tell you how much 
I've admired you!’ 

“Well, he said something com- 
plimentary back, and then I 
told him: ‘When you were 14 
years old, and you lived on Union 
street, didn’t your mother take 
out two policies for you... with 
Metropolitan Life?’ 

“His jaw almost hit the floor, 
he was so surprised: ‘How did 
you know?’ 

“*We have only about 30,000,000 
policy-holders, Mr. Farrell— it’s 
my business to know them all!’” 

Ecker at 83 is still the eager 
and active chairman of America’s 
richest company, the 10 billion 
dollar Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Co. By comparison, General 
Motors is a three billion dollar 
baby. “Do you know how big a 
billion is?” he asks, “This may 
give you an idea—if you counted 
all the minutes that have passed 
since the birth of Christ... 
nearly 2000 years, you would 
have just a little more than a 
billion minutes!” 

Certainly Ecker has grown up 
with his company—both were 
born in the same year, 1867. He 
started as an office boy at $4 a 
week—now, 67 years later, as 
chairman, he earns exactly noth- 
ing a week. As president, he put 
through a retirement and benefit 
policy for all Metropolitan em- 
ployes, with retirement com- 
pulsory at 70. At the insistence 
of the board he kept working 
after 70—at his own insistence, 
he has drawn no salary for the 
past 13 years ss ae vet 
during that time, he has super- 
vised Metropolitan’s great adven- 
ture ‘in low-cost housing. Under 
his direction, without government 
money, Metropolitan has _ built 
housing enough for a city the size 
of Albany, N.Y., the latest being 
Peter Cooper Village and Stuy- 

sant Town in New York City. 

As a boy, he used to walk to 
work over the Brooklyn Bridge: 


“Even on March 12, 1888, I 
walked to work. Yes, that was a 
very special day ... no vehicles 
moved that day. I wrapped my 
coat and muffler tight and leaned 
against the wind ... and I did 
get to the office a little late. That 
was the day of the historic bliz- 
zard of '88!” . 

Years later, when the 40-story 
Metropolitan Tower dominated 
the midtown skyline, he still 
walked to work down Fifth ave- 
nue—probably that explains why 
he bet on Fifth avenue’s two big- 
gest building projects in the 
depth of the depression, the Em- 
pire State building and Rocke- 
feller Center. He negotiated, a 
mortgage loan of $27,500,000 on 
the Empire State in 1929, and 
$45,000,000 6n Rockefeller Center 
in 1931—the Rockefeller mort- 
gage was just paid off last week. 

Ecker works five days a week 
now in an office he first designed 
for the late Haley Fiske, one- 
time president of Metrdpolitan: 
“At the time I designed this of- 
fice, I had not the slightest no- 
tion I'd ever occupy it myself...” 

Before the elevators were com- 
pleted in the Metropolitan Tower, 
Ecker climbed with the builder up 
rough steel stairs to the thirtieth 
floor—at that point, the builder 
got dizzy, and Ecker went on alone 
for a look from the top: 

“Here’s a secret: If you look 
down, you get dizzy and scared, 
and you begin to look for some- 
thing to hang onto. Never look 
down—keep on looking up, al- 
ways. That’s the only way to get 
to the top!” 


P.S. FROM TEX: Chip-off-the- 
old-block Frederick Ecker Jr. is 
financial v.p. of Metropolitan now 
—in World War I, he won the 
Croix de Guerre and the Distin- 
guished Service Cross for bravery 
in action... his father at 83 can 
still give him a rough time at 
golf, still shoots in the 80s. 

Ecker’s mild manner has always 
hidden a keen competitive spirit 
—always an investment wizard, 
he took half of a two-week vVaca- 
tion one year to find out if he 
could sell insurance. Result: In 
one week, as a salesman, he made 
the equivalent of a year’s salary.

When the show was over I 
realized by the questions several 
people asked me that all of us 
had taken too much for granted. 
People still da not know why the 
United Nations has thought it im- 
portant fo have a Human Rights 
Commission, nor what in terms of 
daily life this commission's work 
means.

THE COMMISSION is really a 
eontinuation of efforts that hu- 
man beings have made for cen- 
turies in the hope of doing away 
with some of the wrongs and in- 
justices that have bedeviled them. 

In the first Declaration of Hu- 
man Rights certain sandards 
were set up and aspiration voiced. 
But that document did not force 
any country to change its laws. 
It had great moral weight, but 
there our obligations ended. No 
effort, therefore, was made to 
give this document a way of en- 
forcement. It was to inspire peo- 
ple to try to achieve certain stand- 
ards of day-by-day behavior, but 
only our consciences would push 
us to live up to it. 

We are now gradually trans- 
lating into a first covenant some 
of these rights and principles. We 
are also including in the cove- 
nant the first steps by which an 
attempt is made to oblige states 
that do not live up to their under- 
takings to mend their ways. 

IF THE COVENANT is ratified, 
every state that ratifies must see 
that there is complete freedom of 
conscience and religion and that 
the practice and teaching of re- 
ligion are not interferred with. 
Everyone, according to the cove- 
nant, can move around with free- 
dom in his own country and leave 
his country and return to it. 

That does not mean, however, 
that you can start. for Europe 
without a passport or your vacci- 
nation certificate or other papers, 
and return. But it does mean that 
if you comply with the standard 
regulations you may move around 
freely. Unlike a Russian citizen, 
you may, if you happen to marry 
a foreigner, leave your country 
with your husband or wife, and 
if you wish to come back and 
visit your family you may do that 
from time to time without fear of 
being detained permanently.

THERE ALSO IS one important 
clause which states that, without 
distinction, everyone, regardless 
of race, creed, color, sex, religion, 
political or other opinion, prop- 
erty, birth or other status, shall 
enjoy the rights and freedoms 
granted in the covenant. 

Think what that would have 
meant in Hitler’s Germany and 
still would mean today in a num- 
ber of countries in the world. 
No totalitarian state would grant 
its people the rights and freedoms 
guaranteed in the covenant even 
though admittedly that covenant 
does not go as far as many peo- 
ple hope that a second covenant 
may take them. 

The first covenant should not 
be difficult for the people of the 
United States to accept and to de- 
mand that their Senate rebresen- 
tatives shall ratify it. But to peo- 
ple in many other parts of the 
world it will be a far cry from 
anything they have ever known

“Dr. Crane, I never studied any psychology in the school- 
room,” he began, ‘but I have sure had to use a lot of it in 
handling men. Good machinists 
and skilled workers seldom cause 
me much trouble. But once in 
awhile I bump into a young fellow 
who carries a chip on his shoulder 
and seems eager to start a row. 

“The other day, for instance, one 
of my new men, who isn’t much of 
a machinist but tries to bluff his 
way along, broke one of our expen- 
sive parts. It was a case of his 
own carelessness and inefficiency. 

“When I asked who had caused 
at the damage, he answered, ‘Sure I 
did it.’ But his whole attitude and facial expression indicated 
*So what?’ 

“Dr Crane, how should a foreman nenits such a sit- 
uation?”

THIS TYPE OF WORKER is a liability and a potential 
bully. We meet such men in all walks of life. The steel fist 
of justice demands restitution for such wanton breakage or 
else some type of punishment. But in dealing with people, it 
is often wiser to cover the steel fist with a silk glove of diplo- 
macy or psychological strategy. 

This young worker knows that he did wrong. He is try- 
ing to affect an attitude of unconcern. Instead of meeting 
him head-on, however, in an emotional encounter, a skillful 
foreman can take the hostile wind out of his sails by the “arm 
in arm” method. Under this plan, the foreman can say: 

“Why thats too bad, Bud! Is this kind of work too tech- 
nical for you? We don't want to load you up with work that’s 
over your head. If you think you can't handle such jobs, just 
let me know, and I'll try to get you a transfer to something 
that’s not so specialized.”

THIS “ARM IN ARM” technique shows the worker that 
his foreman is basically friendly and willing to co-operate. It 
will also put the man on his metal. He will be more likely 
to rise to the occasion thereafter and do what is expected of 
him. unless he is obviously untrained and unfit. 

A good foreman can continue along this same line and 
tactfully show that every broken tool or casting adds to the 
wholesale cost of the manufactured goods. 

Since many other competing firms are trying to take away 
the market from Bill's company, every tiny increase in costs 
may enable the competitor to win the customers and thus 
cause the entire factory to shut down or even go out of busi- 
ness entirely. 

Every machinist, therefore, should be a loyal supporter 
of his company, since his efficiency helps keep the costs down 
to a point where his firm can meet competitive prices of the 
rival manufacturers.

OME lucky families now living 
§ in cold water flats in Washing- 

ton, D.C., will be able to boast 
very soon that they live in apart- 
ments decorated by Dorothy 
Draper. Not even an appreciable 
change of income will be neces- 
sary for these modestly situated 
families. Dorothy Draper, noted 
interior decorator whose designs 
have been utilized in handsome 
hotels from Greenbrier at White 
Sulphur Springs, W.Va., to the 
Fairmont in San Francisco, Calif... 
as well as in some of the plushiest 
private homes in the country, is 
now doing interior and exterior 
decorating in low income bracket 
houSing developments. 


“The idea is to show that color 
and attractiveness are available at 
any cost,” says Brooke Marshall, 
associate of Dorothy Draper, who 
with her husband, Charles Mar- 
shall, a broker, visited in St. Louis 
last weekend. “In fact, the slo- 
gan of Dorothy Draper might well 
be, ‘Nothing need be drab any 
more’.” 

Attractive, vivacious Mrs. Mar- 
shall is a former feature editor of 
House and Garden magazine who 
became so interested in writing 
and editing stories about attrac- 
tive interiors that she decided 
she would like to work with them. 


As a kind of “over-all assist- 
ant” with the Draper staff of 25 
men and women, Mrs. Marshall 
is helping in the plans of such 
varied establishments as a ‘hotel 
at Forest Hills, N.Y., “the Wim- 
bledon of America,” industrial 
offices, homes, and the aforemen- 
tioned housing projects, but it is 
the latter that is clearly her pri- 
mary interest. 

“We're doing three housing de- 
velopments,” she relates. ‘Two 
are in New York, one of them for 
quite expensive apartments, the 
other lower income. The third is 
in Washington and consists of 
one- to three-room apartments for 
the very lowest income brackets. 
Mrs. Draper believes that no mat- 


ter how inexpensive a place may 
be, there should be beauty there, 
if it’s just a matter of wall cover- 
ing and plastic chair rails. If 
you build clinical, barracks-like 
buildings, you’re not doing very 
much to raise standards of living. 

“Among the things we’re doing 
in our housing development is co- 
ordinating the colors throughout, 
in glevators, halls, floor cover- 
ings, working out interesting en- 
trances, attractive wall colors, 
lighting fixtures that are not elab- 
orate but still not just a bare 
bulb. We're doing such things 
as decorating an ‘entertaining 
suite’ in each apartment which 
people can use for wéddings or 
other parties. 

“We're also doing a lot of re- 
search on maintenance, studying 
the durability of fabrics and car- 
peting, doing research in plastics. 
Koroseal has now been worked 
out to a point where it no longer 
has a rubbe’ smell, no longer 
sticks or cracks but can be used 
to cover furniture—a great boon 
tc people in dirty cities because 
they can clean the furniture cov- 
erings with a sponge now. Such 
things as bedspreads that never 
crease, nylon carpeting—expen- 
sive now but a big future possi- 
bility—which won’t hold dust and 
is so flameproof that a lighted 
cigarette dropped on it won't 
leave a mark. We're working in 
othe: industrial designs—o.1 such 
things as napkins that are dis- 
posable but have the quality and 
feel of linen.”

The march, 
Pomp and Circumstance, written 
in 1902 by Sir Edward Elgar, is 
played in England during great 
and solemn occasions, such as the 
inauguration of a king or queen. 

Q. Everything nowadays is a 
“clinic.” We read of labor clinics, 
G.I. clinics, reconversion clinics. 
What is the origin of this word- 
of-all-work? 

A. It’s hard to believe, but the 
word stems in the Greek klinein, 
“to learn; to incline,” hence, 
kline, “a bed,” hence, the Latin 
clinicus, “a bedridden person.” 

Clinicus entered English as 
clinic, ‘‘a bedridden hospital pa- 
tient.” The word then took on 
the extended meaning, “a class 
of medical students instructed in 
the actual presence of bedridden 
hospital patients.” 

In time the word lost its con- 
nection with “bed,” and came to 
designate loosely any institution 
for the treatment of outpatients. 

From this latter meaning came 
the omnibus word clinic: any 
group whose purpose is to ex- 
amine and report on any specific 
matter, such as public welfare. 
slum clearance, or vocational 

guidance.
